"After I graduated in 1891 I went abroad and travelled 
during the summer. In the autimm I returned and entered 
the Harvard Law School. I played football that autumn as 
center rush on the Varsity team, which was then allowable, 
and this was the last of my athletic activities. When the 
football season was over I settled down to work at the law, 
and graduated from the school in 1894 as an LL.B. I took 
my examination for the Suffolk Bar in the spring before I 
graduated from the Law School, but as I went abroad with 
my mother immediately after graduating I was not sworn 
in till the autumn. When I returned I entered the office of 
R. M. Saltonstall as a law student, although I was a mem- 
ber of the bar, so as to learn the practice of the courts and 
the practical and every-day end of the profession. Mr. 
Saltonstall then had offices with the late H. E. Bolles and 
with Charles H. Tyler, and I worked with all of them through 
that autumn and the following winter and spring.

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"After graduating from Law School I went to New York 
and took my bar examination and worked as clerk in the 
office of Sherman Evarts. I gradually drifted into news- 
paper work. In the spring of 1896 I was sent to Egj^pt by 
the New York Times to join Kitchener's forces. I was then 
sent to Greece in the summer of '96, and joined a filibuster- 
ing expedition which carried arms to the Cretan insurgents. 
In the fall of 1896 I joined Mr. Maud of the Graphic in an 
expedition through Armenia investigating the Armenian 
massacre. We succeeded in spite of the opposition of the 
Turkish government in traversing the whole of Asia Minor 
from Mersina on the southern coast to Trebizond on the 
Black Sea. One thousand miles of this journey was made 
on horseback and it took us three months. The latter part 
of the journey was over the high plateau of the interior in 
winter weather with the thermometer eight degrees below 
zero.

I was admitted to the Suffolk Bar in December, 1895, 
and was associated with the law finn of Ranney & Clark for 
two years. On September 13, 1897, I opened an oflSce for 
the practice of law at 54 Devonshire Street, Boston, Mass., 
where I am still located. I was married October 16, 1900, to 
Mabel Augusta Wood, of Boston, and settled at 74 Windsor 
Road, Waban, one of the villages of the City of Newton, 
Mass., where we still reside. We have two children, Carolyn, 
bom December 12, 1901, and William Osgood, bom Septem- 
ber 15, 1905. I have written no books and held no public 
office, but I have found life pleasant and profitable, and am 
looking forward to celebrating twenty years after with more 
enthusiasm than ever."

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"During the first period of five years from 1891 I was 
engaged in studying law and incidentally some farming on the 
side, and part of the time practising law. At least, I was 
admitted to practice in the year 1893. You remember that 
there was a financial panic about tibat time, but of course I 
do not consider my law business was affected by the panic. 
I do know that I had to wait a long time for things to adjust 
themselves before getting thoroughly started in the matter 
of practising law. 

"The next period, 1896 to 1901, marked my transforma- 
tion from the real kind of law to the patent law. I think it 
was in 1898 that I began changing from the general practice 
and in 1899 was under full headway as a patent solicitor and 
lawyer. It was about this time that I began covering the 
United States and touching Springfield at rare intervals. 

"The third period, 1901 to 1906, marked the transforma- 
tion from an immarried man to a married man. During the 
third period my interest was largely in the practice of patent 
law which took me to most of the large cities of the East and 
Middle West. That in itself was a matter of considerable 
satisfaction because it enabled me to keep in touch with differ- 
ent members of the class. One of the pleasant experiences 
of my practice was to have tried a case in New York with our 
deceased classmate Mr. J. A. Stetson, and while the case was 
an uninteresting one in and of itself, it afforded us many 
pleasant hours together, and I am glad to say we succeeded 
in worsting our opponents, much credit of which was due to 
Stetson's ability. 

"During the last period, 1906 to 1911, there has been con- 
siderable repetition of experiences of the earHer period. 

"The only offices that I have held have been liiat of presi- 
dent of a Young Men's Christian Association, and also of a 
Country Club, and vice-president of the Central Ohio Harvard 
Club. You must remember that in Ohio it takes a man cap-

"In the fall of 1891, I entered the Boston University Law 
School and also studied in the office of James S. English, 
Esq., and as I had done the first year work in the Harvard 
Law School while I was in College I was enabled to take my 
d^ree in the law in two years, and in 1893 I was admitted 
to the Suffolk Bar at Boston, and not long after to the bar 
of the United States Courts. In 1894 I became connected 
with the office of Gargan & Keating, the senior member of 
that firm, the late Thomas J. Gargan, being one of our fore- 
most jury lawyers; later I was taken into partnership, and 
since Mr. Gargan's death the concern has continued as Keat- 
ing and Brackett.

"The first five years were consmned in trying to get a de- 
gree with '93 (in which fortunately I failed by English C — 
for the third time); in some newspaper work in Boston and 
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New York; in farming in Virginia, and raising thoroughbred 
horses; with a little writing on the side. 

"Second Period: Worked like the devil to support the 
farm and pay oflf the debts incurred by the thoroughbred 
horseS; by reporting on the Chicago Inter Ocean, and writing 
editorials on the New York Commercial Advertiser, now the 
Oldbe. I lost half my hair, and did a little writing on the 
side. 

"Third: Got married; went to France to live; returned in 
three months; and wrote more. 

"Fourth: Kept on being married — which is much more 
of a proposition than getting married, let me tell you; de- 
veloped another literary aspirant in my family; sold the 
farm; Irft Virginia for New York; and then — glory be — 
came to Boston. I came on the invitation of WiUiam Brice 
Cowen to write advertisements for him. This is a way he 
has. 

"That is now my home, although just at present, by mis- 
take, we are spending the winter abroad, and shall shortly 
go to Greece and Turkey for the summer. But never again.

Har- 
vard first abhorred, then pitied, then embraced me. 

"Now that I'm a full-fledged member of the class you'll 
see me at every class reunion — except this year's."

"Early in the autunm of 1906 I was ' ordered South' and 
since then my steady job has been the pursuit of health — at 
various resorts in this country, at sea, and abroad. It is 
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not a job which I can recommend to anybody else, and I 
am ready to part with the business and the goodrwiD to any- 
body that would like to trade; still, there are compensations. 
As Stevenson remarks, the places to which the doctors ship 
you off are frequently beautiful, and not infrequentiy places 
that weU people seek for pleasure. I wish the other things 
doctors do to you were as acceptable, but they are not, and 
I am afraid some of my views would strike the medical Ninety- 
oners as a trifle violent. Brother Gould could express them 
more satisfactorily than I can. One result of my being a 
sick one is that I don't know where I live, and that of course 
keeps me in trouble with the secretary. Boston and Cam- 
bridge, with their dear old east winds, are completely denied, 
and my average time aUowance in New York is fifteen 
minutes. 

"One of the other compensations is that there are some 
occupations which being imwell need not mean giving up 
entirely; and one of these is writing. I have not been able 
to go on with my heavy historical work, or to finish a book, 
but some editors and publishers have been considerate and I 
have written a good deal for the AtlantiCy the Century, the

"In January, 1892, I did my first college teaching as 
professor of English in the Southwestern Baptist University, 
Jackson, Tennessee. It was lonely. I therefore persuaded 
Miss Eleonora Richards, of Middle Tennessee, to come down 
and room with me. Life was getting again imeventful, and 
we swung up into Canada and back to Chicago to see the 
Exposition — all of which seems ancient history.

"The spot light which the Secretary has turned upon my 
career above, disclosing the main fact that I was married in 
1906, serves to dim to a proper obscurity the first fifteen years 
after graduation, during which I was according to the authori- 
ties leading but half a life.

"As one of those who preferred the life that was to the life 
that was to come, I continued for three years in the Law School 
the search for truth hitherto unsuccessful in the academic 
department. An illness which drove me abroad for the first 
term of the following Fall, and another in the Fall of 1893, 
robbed me (presumably) of the A. M. most of our classmates 
secured with their LL.B. 

" From September, 1894, for ten years, I enjoyed the high 
personal privilege and professional advantage of association 
with the law oflBce of Hon. Robert M. Morse, '57, in Boston. 

" In the fall of 1898, 1 threw myself out of a clear sky upon 
(a portion of) the country, to wit Ward 22 of Boston, as a 
Republican candidate for nomination for Representative in 
the General Court. My vote was "scattering/' cast largely 
by Charley Winslow '91. The next fall I tried again, results 
"flattering" but inconclusive. Meanwhile I was serving 
on the ward committee, 1899-1901 inclusive, and learning the 
ropes (and wires) and thence up to the present I have served 
with some regularity on local delegations to State and Muni- 
cipal Conventions. 

"In April, 1899, I participated in the formation and estab- 
lishment in Dover, Mass., of the Pokanoket Club, which was 
the outgrowth of a healthy desire on the part of a number of 
(mostly) unattached and (then) young men of (more or less) 
prominence in social, athletic, artistic, literary, professional 
and commercial walks of life occasionally to enjoy a greater 
degree of freedom from the conventionalities of city, suburban 
and family life, and to exploit a wider field of mental and 
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physical recreation, than was readily obtainable through the 
somewhat specialized activities of existing organizations whose 
advantages were within their (then) limited reach. Its 
membership has included members of various inferior Harvard 
classes, older and younger than ours, former inmates of the 
M. I. T. and other institutions, and persons with no educa- 
tional qualifications whatever; but the pre-eminence of '91 
was recognized by my annual election as president for the 
first five years. No other '91 man has ever been a member, 
but the management has at times profited by unsolicited 
suggestions from Turo. 

"In the summer of 1900 I accompanied the Rev. George S. 
Fiske, '91, abroad. Ours was to be a bicycle trip, starting 
from Antwerp, but we were delayed by having too many 
right pedals and too few left, and our first ride was in the 
Austrian Tyrol from Partenkirchen to Innsbruck. The next 
day George tried to coast through a wolf-hound who occupied 
most of the main street of a mountain village we were travers- 
ing, and our wheeling ended there. Other special features 
were the Passion Play at Oberammergau, the World's Fair 
at Paris and ' Two Nights in the Bathroom' of hotels in Mimich 
and Lucerne during the crowded season. A full account of 
our trip, in rhythmic sections of four lines each, can be fur- 
nished on application. 

" On my third attempt, I was finally elected representative 
in the Massachusetts Legislature of 1902, and re-elected for 
1903. In the first year I was clerk of the CJommittee on 
Taxation, of which tiie chairman was Louis A. Frothingham, 
'93, later Speaker and now Lieutenant-Governor. I was also 
on the CJommittee on BiHs in the Third Reading with Charley 
Steams, '91, as chairman and (now) Congressman Andrew J. 
Peters, '95. In the second year, I declined the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Taxation, in order to go upon the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs, and became chairman of the 
Committee on BiHs in the Third Reading. As secretary of 
the sub-committee of Metropolitan Affairs and Harbors and 
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Public Lands, sitting jointly, which submitted the bill for 
the construction of the Charles River dam, I reported and 
had charge of the bill in the House, watched its safe passage 
through tiie Senate up to Governor John L. Bates, and have 
in my possession the pen with which His Excellency signed 
the bill. (I would be glad to correspond with others who 
have this pen.) I did not build the dam. This part of the 
work was successfully entrusted to W. S. Youngman, '95. 

"In the summer of 1903, I served upon a special Recess 
Committee upon the Salaries and Fees of State and County 
Officials, and with prophetic prevision helped to increase the 
salaries of the judges of the lower courts. 

"Prom 1903 to 1906, inclusive, I was president of the 
Jamaica Club, the local social organization. 

"In the spring of 1904, I went abroad with William P. 
Meehan, '94, via the Azores, Gibraltar and the Mediterranean 
to Naples, not overlooking Monaco, in whose capital the 
wheels of its royal and ancient industry were whirring as 
usual. The taxation of incomes is here seen in its least 
offensive form. The apostolic blessing, later received in 
Rome, followed us through a delightful trip of ten weeks 
closing in England with a rainy 'Derby' and a visit to Cam- 
bridge University. 

"In the spring of 1905, A. R. Whittier, Jr., '94, availed 
himself of my experience on a trip over a similar route, 
enough earlier to pass Easter Sunday in Rome. Various 
Italian, German and French cities completed our continental 
polish and a week's motor tour in the south of England left 
memories of cold beef and gooseberry tart never to be effaced. 

" In the fall of 1905, 1 formed a law partnership with Harris 
Livermore, '02, as DuflF & Livermore. Our plans for stifling 
the polyandrous firms of Stockton, HiH, Perkins, Bangs, 
Barlow and others were upset in the fall of 1906 by Governor 
Curtis Guild, Jr., '81, who, actuated particularly by the im- 
portunities of his secretary, Charlie Gettemy, '91, and doubt- 
less highly gratified by the popular commendation of his 
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previous appointment of Harvey Baker, '91 to be judge of 
the Boston Juvenile Court, appointed me one of the special 
justices of the Municipal Court of the City of Boston, to suc- 
ceed Wilfred Bolster, '88, appointed chief justice, and who 
has recently declined for the time being elevation to the 
Superior Court. Friends say my prospects of either form of 
similar promotion rest wholly on the doctrine that history 
at rare intervals repeats itself. 

"By later appointment by the same executive, I was for 
two years one of the trustees of the Medfield Insane Asylum, 
of which Charley Blaney, '91, was treasurer. 

" My judicial duties, largely in civil cases, but at times in 
the Criminal Court, occupy perhaps one-third of my time, 
and the balance is devoted to oflBce practice, and to sitting 
as master, auditor, conmiissioner, etc., in cases of various 
kinds pending in the Supreme, Superior and Probate Courts. 
(Adv.). I have mulcted Robert Sever HaJe, dashed the 
hopes of Willie Sears, 'soaked' Amory Codman, 'found' for 
Swelly Bangs, 'sat' for Fred McLeod, and I have been asked 
to enjoin Turo. 

"On January 4, 1908, I was married to Ruth Harland 
Duncan, Smith, '98, at Englewood, N. J., at the home of her 
brother Frederick S. Duncan, '90, by Rev. H. B. Washbiun, 
'91, assisted by T. Garceau, '91 (in the preliminary golf match 
against L. A. Frothingham, '93 and J. S. Lee); others also 
assisting were F. P Cabot, '90, A. R. Whittier, Jr., '94, W. P. 
Henderson and A. W. Rice, M. I. T., F. G. Hopkins and M. 
Jenkins, Williams, '90. 

" Part of my wedding trip was a visit at a friend's 20,000- 
acre cattle ranch on the northern coast of Chiba. Memorable 
features are the daily horseback rides over the 'big savannas' 
through guinea grass up to the horses' necks with the wild 
limes growing ripe and ready to hand (what is wrong with 
this picture?) the high cost of living and ' jai alai' in Havana 
and the attentions of Fred Morgan's brotiier, the American 
Minister, Edwin V. Morgan, '90. 
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"I have continued to live in Jamaica Plain; was treasurer 
of the South End Day Nursery, 1905-1910, and for a short 
time an inactive director of the Associated Charities of Bos- 
ton; and belong to the Pokanoket Club, the Harvard Club of 
New York, and the Union Club of Boston."

"Inamediately after graduation I went abroad as a foreign 
correspondent for the New York Evening Post and Nation. 
Returning in 1892 I took up regular daily newspaper work 
for the same two papers in New York City. In 1896 1 changed 
over to the New York Sun and in 1897 to Harper's Weekly. 

"When the 'Maine' blew up in Havana Harbor I went 
South as special correspondent for Leslie's Weekly, and 
served in this capacity at Havana and Key West until the out- 
break of hostilities when I accompanied Rear-AdmiraJ Samp- 
son's fleet to Porto Rico and Santiago in a despatch boat. 
I went through Porto Rico on a confidential mission for our 
Government during the first month of the war. 

"On the landing of Shafter's expedition in Cuba I quit 
Leslie's Weekly at the request of Theodore Roosevelt and 
enlisted at the front as a trooper in Colonel Roosevelt's regi- 
ment of Rough Riders in Cuba. There I served throughout 
the campaign, first under Capt. Woodbury Kane of K Troops 
on San Juan hill, and later on the staff of Major-General Joe 
Wheeler, commanding the cavalry division of the Fifth Army 
Corps. Incidentally I saw much of other Harvard men in the 
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Rough Riders, particularly Dudley Dean and Crowninshield, 
of our class. 

"After the return of the Rough Rider regiment to Montauk 
Point, Long Island, I was placed under military arrest by 
Colonel Roosevelt's orders for having sent from the front a 
humorous letter concerning some of the doings of the Rough 
Riders in Cuba. This letter was published in Collier's Weekly 
at the moment of Colonel Roosevelt's controversy with Mr. 
Alger, the Secretary of War, over the famous Round Robin 
letter. The publication of my frivolous letter, owing to its 
levity of tone, served to embarrass Colonel Roosevelt and 
was denounced by him as an * infamous malefaction.' I 
retired to the guard house. 

"My colonel's charge of insubordination against me, on 
this score, was not sustained by General Leonard Wood, our 
brigade commander, and was disapproved by General Wheeler, 
the divisional commander, so I was released from arrest 
without trial by court martial. I made the amende honorable 
in Collier's Weekly by publishing a retraction, — in verse. 

" Colonel Roosevelt thereupon reinstated me in the regiment 
and presently appointed me as his staff secretary at regimental 
and brigade headquarters. I served in this capacity until the 
regiment was mustered out in September, 1898, when I 
received my honorable discharge with special mention for 
gallantry in action. 

"Immediately upon my return to civil life I was taken 
on the staff of Collier's Weekly and was sent back to Cuba. 
There I served as special correspondent throughout the period 
of the Spanish evacuation and American occupation. After- 
ward I went to Panama as a special correspondent during the 
last revolution there, and proceeded thence to South America 
to do special correspondence during the last war between 
Venezuela and Colombia. Wearying of literary work at the 
front, I relinquished my privileges as a correspondent and 
neutral to raise a squadron of volunteer cavalry in the Andes. 
Commissioned as captain of my troop of Andino cavalry I 
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rejoined the Venezuelan army at the front. There I continued 
throughout that war serving through two general battles and 
fourteen minor engagements and winning the successive 
steps of squadron commander, lieutenant-colonel, and colonel, 
through promotion on the field. Shortly before peace was 
declared I was temporarily disabled by a sabre wound and was 
honorably discharged. For my service in this war I received 
a vote of thanks from the Venezuelan C!ongress at Caracas, 
while the President conferred upon me the gold medal of 
Bolivar, with the special ribbon given only for gallantry in 
action. It is a fine gewgaw very useful for decorating 
Christmas trees. 

"Then followed several years of peace during which I 
divorced my first wife and wrote a three-volume ' History of 
the 19th Century' published by P. F. Collier & Son, and later, 
in revised form, by Dodd & Mead, of New York. I also pub- 
lished a series of Rough Rider stories and a whimsical little 
book called * Pepys-Ghost.' Among other books on my 
conscience are a ponderous work of reference on American 
Collie and University training and a pseudo-serious satire on 
'The Peril of Comets.' 

"At the outbreak of the Russian-Japanese War I went to 
the front again as a war correspondent for Collier's Weekly, 
the New York World and Chicago Tribune. I served at the 
front in Corea and Manchuria at Wafango (Telissu), Tashi- 
tshao, Liao-Yang, on the Sha River and at Mukden. I also 
chased about for a fortnight with a bunch of Manchurian 
mounted bandits. Presently on a special offer from the 
Chicago News I quit all other newspaper work, and undertook 
to enter Port Arthur during the latter part of its siege. This 
I succeeded in doing by sailing in a small boat at night through 
the Japanese line of blockaders. I was detained in Port 
Arthur for some time at the headquarters of General Stoessel, 
but was ultimately permitted to try another run out through 
the blockade in a Chinese junk. This time the junk was run 
down by a Japanese destroyer and I was taken as a prisoner 
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into the Japanese lines before Port Arthur to the headquarters 
of the besieging army. General Nogi, after a brief personal 
interview, ordered me sent to Japan as a military prisoner, so 
I was marched aboard a troopship and held there under close 
confinement until departure from the front and arrival in the 
military harbor of Sasebo fci Japan. There I was kept under 
close confinement in quarters at the Imperial Torpedo station 
until taken iH with typhoid fever when I was removed to the 
Japanese Naval Hospital. Upon full recovery, two months 
later, I was discharged from the hospital and released from 
captivity upon a special order from the Japanese Minister of 
Marine. I now received permission to remain in Japan and 
continued my service as a war correspondent without further 
molestation from the Japanese Government until the final 
battle in the sea of Japan, of which I sent the eariiest report 
published in any newspaper at home or abroad. 

" I returned to America in time for the Portsmouth Peace 
Conference, after which I travelled about lecturing under 
special engagements at Harvard, Yale, Columbia, Pennsyl- 
vania, University of Chicago, Denver, and the University of 
California. A narrative of some of my experiences during 
the Russian-Japanese conflict was published as a magazine 
serial in book form under the titie ' Both Sides of a War.' 

"The California earthquake and San Francisco fire brought 
me to the Pacific Coast again as a special correspondent and 
there I remained through the whole period of San Francisco's 
reconstruction. 

"One month after the earthquake I married Mary Edith 
Griswold, then associate editor of the Sunset Magazine. Our 
wedding was the first to be held under an actual roof in the 
burned city. We set up housekeeping in the ashes of San 
Francisco, and I tried hard to settie down by founding a 
new monthly magazine, the new San Francisco Magazine, 
afterward renamed the Western World. 

"Presentiy trouble broke out between Guatemala and 
Mexico, where ex-President Barillas of Guatemala was 
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assassinated by orders of President Estrada Cabrera of 
Guatemala. Both countries mobUized their armies and 
raised troops at the frontier. I proceeded first to Mexico and 
thence to Guatemala. On the subsidence of this trouble I 
passed on to Salvador and Nicaragua where the Dictator 
Zelaya was making his last stand. 

"Thence I returned to New York by way of Panama, and 
became managing editor of the Army and Navy Magazine. . 
While thus engaged I was prosecuted in the courts of New 
York by District Attorney Jerome on charges of criminal libel 
for publishing a magazine article on Central America in which 
Estrada Cabrera of Guatemala and Zelaya of Nicaragua were 
described as ' despots and petty tyrants.' 

"I pleaded justification for my statements and with the 
help of many witnesses proved to the satisfaction of the court 
that the dusky complainants were in truth 'despots and 
t}rrants.' The case against me was dismissed. 

"Since then nothing out of the ordinary has happened to 
me unless a trip to Mexico and some magazine work relating 
to the Mexican insurrection is to be called interesting. 

" When not on the warpath I practice the arts of peace as a 
gentle scribe in an old roost on Fifth Avenue."

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'' I still have much of my health, most of my teeth, and the 
whole of my appendix. I have grown in girth, in experience, 
and I hope in wisdom, but my loss of hair is rapidly becoming 
a public scandal. 

" I have travelled a good deal, and tried various things in 
divers places, and have found some of them to be good. I 
have prospered moderately in things material.

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''In the summer of 1891 left Boston for San Francisco via 
the Isthmus of Panama.

"After graduation I entered the Harvard Graduate School 
with the intention of qualifying for the profession of teaching, 
and remained imtil 1894. By that time I had lost my relish 
for Old Norse, Gothic and Germanic roots, and craved a 
change of diet. I concluded, therrfore, to teach for a year or 
two and then study law. In pursuance of this program I 
spent two years as an instructor in English, the first year in 
Mercersburg College and the year following in the State Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, before entering the Harvard Law School 
in 1896. I graduated from the Law School in due course in 
1899, and was admitted to the Massachusetts Bar in the same 
year. 
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''I began the practice of law in the ojffice of Stimson & 
Stockton at 53 State Street, Boston, and remained with this 
firm until three or four years ago when I engaged in independ- 
ent practice at my present location, 15 Beacon Street, Boston. 
I served as expert agent on corporation law and taxation, and 
published reports on these subjects for the United States 
Industrial Commission in 1900, and the Massachusetts Com^ 
mission for the Revision of the Corporation Laws in 1903.

"This year I determined to abandon politics and declined a 
re-election as chairman of the State Committee. I have 
found that the only effective way of curing a taste for politics 
or any other depraved appetite is by the Keeley Cure method, 
I trust that I have had politics in sufficiently large doses 
to cause satiety and effect a permanent cure.

Scaife, Esq., then with Gaston, Snow & Saltonstall and the 
last few years ' on my own' at 50 Congress Street.

" In the first five years I was acting principal of the Platts- 
burgh, N. Y., High School one year, 1892-93; then principal of 
St. Mark's District, West Orange, N. J., one year, 1893-94;

"In the fall of 1891 I entered the Graduate School at Har- 
vard, studying history and economics; in January, 1892, I 
reluctantly gave up my post-graduate work and started in 
search of a position as teacher, which by good fortune I soon 
found at the Episcopal Academy in the City of Philadelphia. 
In that private preparatory school for boys I b^an the teach- 
ing of classics in the early part of February, 1892, and con- 
tinued such teaching there until June, 1901, when I resigned 
to practice law. While teaching I attended lectures for a few 
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months at the University of Pennsylvania Law School, but 
did not complete the course in that institution; instead I read 
law in the office of Joseph De Forrest Junkin, Esquire, and 
was admitted to the bar of Philadelphia in October, 1900, 
after passing the examinations given by the County Board 
of Examiners. In April, 1901, 1 entered the office of former 
Judge James Gay Gordon as an assistant to him, and filled 
that position until August, 1908, when I opened an office of 
my own. While in Judge Gordon's office I came in close con- 
tact with political aflFairs, particularly in 1905 and 1906 when 
Judge Gordon was counsel for Mayor John Weaver during 
the latter's brief fight against the Republican organization.

"1891-1896. After my Collie course, I went back to 
California, my father's failing health warning me to abandon 
the rather insecurely founded plan I had of going to the Law 
School. I lived in San Francisco until early in 1893 when my 
father died. Shortly afterward I sold our town house and, 
with my two sisters, went to live at our country place in Menlo 
Park, some thirty miles distant. Here, there being no press- 
ing reason for me to engage in active business, I lived quietly, 
occasionally going to New York, where most of the other mem- 
bers of our family resided, further to develop an increasing 
interest in music. It was not, however, until the winter of 
1896 that I went to Italy more or less with the intention of 
devoting a considerable portion of my time to the study of 
smging. 

"1896-1901. After a good bit of travellmg, I settled at 
Florence and began serious work with Vannucini, with whom 
I remained nearly a year. In the spring of 1898 I returned 
to London (where my sister on her marriage had gone to live) 
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to study with Shakespeare, but, not deriving the benefit from 
him that I had hoped, later in the same year I went back to 
California. There I remained two years setting my affairs in 
such order that I might be free to follow my bent. In 1900 
I returned to London with the intention of going ultimately 
to Paris to study with Sbriglia, the master of de Reszke, whose 
method and style I had greatly admired even as far back as 
my Harvard days. I reached Paris before the year was out 
and imanediately set to work — along with such interesting 
fellows as Hugh Martin, now the Riccardo Martin of the 
MetropoUtan Opera in New York, and Harry Hughes, the 
' Weldon' of La Monnaie in Brussels. 

"1901-1906. I knew very little of Paris at that time, 
though I had been there rather often with my father when I 
was a youngster, so I followed the accepted plan of most 
strangers and went to a pension, and, as it turned out, most 
fortunately, for there across the table at my first dinner sat 
Jimmy Wilder, '92, with his charming wife. Neither Jimmy, 
who was deep in art at Julien's, nor I, however, found pension- 
life to our Uking, and we shortly separated, he to take an 
apartment in the Quartier Latin, and I one in the Rue de la 
Tremoille. It was not long before I found out that to com- 
bine good work with social intercourse of the more formal 
kind (my friends had unwisely armed me with too many 
deUghtful letters) was to court complete failure, and I decided 
to imitate Jimmy by taking an atelier in some out of the 
way place where I could elude the importunate. Thus it was 
that I came to be a locataire of the much written about No. 
9, Rue Falguiere (not so very long since the 'Street of the 
Cook-Stoves') which has provided the mise-en'Scene and 
local color for countless stories of the Quarter. It was about 
this time, too, that I b^an to be interested with Pitts DuflSeld, 
Tom Lamont and Arthur Lockett, all of them Exeter and 
Harvard men of my own day, in various business activities in 
New York, and I b^an to find it necessary to spend a couple 
of months or more of each year ' on this side,' generally includ- 
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ing a visit to California. It was on my return trip to Europe 
from one of these visits in April, 1906, that I got the news of 
the earthquake and fire in San Francisco; in fact I reached 
Liverpool on the very morning of the catastrophe. 

" 190ft-1911. Returning at once, I arrived in what was my 
former home to find my compatriots 'viewing the remains' 
with almost amused complacency. Almost all of us hadn't 
an idea of just where we stood, but we set to work to find out, 
and it was not long before I got the house patched up (there 
had been no fire with us, but the earthquake had banged 
things about pretty well) and found a purchaser. It was a 
year, however, before I returned to New York where I had 
meanwhile become interested in the Co-operative Studio 
Apartment Movement, and had joined with some others in 
putting up our own apartment building. It is in this build- 
ing that I live when I am in New York, but the greater part 
of the year I still pass in England and France. 

"I have escaped the thrust of those 'ofl5ces of honor and 
trust' and the literary fame you want to know about, but I've 
translated, and (astonishing as it may seem) got them pub- 
lished, too, a couple of French books, without injuring my 
health."

"At the end of my Sophomore year in College, having the 
necessary credits, I petitioned the faculty to be received into 
the Senior class. The petition was granted, and I accord- 
ingly graduated summa cum lande with the class of 1890. 
Gulick, Weeks and myself, three '91 men, succeeded in getting 
summa cum lavde degrees and graduating in the class of 1890. 
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During 1890 to 1891 I was in the Graduate School, and re- 
ceived the degree of A.M. in 1891. That fall I entered the 
Harvard University Medical School, graduating in 1894. 

'^Wishing to go to Europe for further study of medicine I 
decided to teach two years, and so took the examination for 
high school teachers in Chicago. I was given charge of the 
subject of biology in the Nortiiwest Division High School in 
Chicago in September, 1894. In December of that year I 
married Miss Jeannette Elise Caldwell, a graduate of the 
University of Michigan, of the class of 1894. I taught school 
till the end of June, 1896. 

" In June, 1896, with my wife and mother I left for Europe 
where I spent something over a year in the further study of 
medicine and in travel. I spent most of my time at the 
Imperial University at Vienna in the Department of Medicine, 
and the remainder of my time at Berlin, in the university, 
Department of Medicine. Our European itinerary was 
lengthy. We visited many places and saw all that was worth 
seeing. 

" In 1897, in October, I returned to Chicago and began the 
practice of medicine. A chronological arrangement of data 
best tells what befell me. 

"In May, 1898, I was appointed assistant in the Depart- 
ment of Nervous and Mental Diseases, at the Northwestern 
University Medical School. The following September I was 
made instructor in the Department of Anatomy, having the 
course known as the anatomy of the central nervous system. 
In September, 1899, I was also given the physiology of the 
central nervous system to teach. That same year I became 
professor of medicine in the post-graduate Medical School, 
and held the position for four years. In 1899 1 was also made 
professor of anatomy at the Northwestern University Wom- 
an's Medical College, and held the position till the school was 
discontinued in 1902 by the imiversity. In 1901 I became 
assistant professor of anatomy at the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Medical School, and in 1906 I was made professor of 
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physical diagnosis. That same year I was elected secretary 
of the Medical School by its faculty. Since then I have been 
continuously on the Advisory Council of the Medical School, 
and in January, 1911, was appointed a member of the Uni- 
versity Council (of the entire imiversity). 

'^ I have aJso been a regular attending physician at the Cook 
County Hospital since 1901, and was recently elected secretary 
of the staff. I had already been on the executive committee 
for four years. I have been vice-president and president of 
the Chicago Neurological Society, secretary and treasurer of 
the Physicians' Club of Chicago, member of the Committee 
on Medical Education of the Illinois State Medical Society, 
and on executive committees of several quasi-public societies. 
I was recently a member of the committee on the rebuilding 
of the Cook County Hospital, appointed by President William 
Bresse. I also received a commission signed by President 
Theodore Roosevelt as a member of the Medical Reserve 
Corps in the United States Army. I am also on the staff of 
the Mercy Hospital in Chicago. Take it all-in-all I have so 
many irons in tiie fire that I don't get all the sleep I actually 
need. Don't be a doctor! You never have any leisure."

Ever since graduating from the Law School, I have 
been practicing law in Fall River. My professional work has 
been exacting and has left little time for other things, — too 
little I begin to think. 

"Like everybody else, I have been drafted to all kinds of 
charities and educational institutions, am director in several 
banking and manufacturing corporations, and for the last 
few years have also been president of the Sagamore Manu- 
facturing Company. I hold no public office except that of 
chairman of the State Board which controls the police and 
the liquor licenses in Fall River. 

" I have written only two things which have been published. 
The first was my law oration at the 1894 Commencement on 
'The Theory of Inheritance/ which appeared in the Harvard 
Law Review, and was reprinted in the English Law Journal 
and in various other legal periodicals. It forecasts in a rather 
surprising way the present thought on the taxation of inherit- 
ances. The other was an address on 'The Appreciation of 
Machinery.' "

" Immediately following graduation I entered the employ of 
the State Street Trust (Company, of Boston, which was then 
just conunencing business, in the lowly position of messenger. 
I remained there imtil August, 1893. I did not enjoy the 
work thoroughly — it was too largely clerical — nor did it 
agree with my health. So I resigned, and about a month or 
two later entered the oflBce of Judge Robert 0. Harris, Har- 
vard, 77, then district attorney for the Southeastern District 
in Brockton, Mass., as a student of law. Was admitted to 
practice in December, 1896, and immediately opened my own 
office in Brockton. Up to this time I had resided with my 
parents in my native town of East Bridgewater, where I 
served as secretary of the Democratic Town Conmiittee, 
these being the days of Grover Cleveland and William E. 
Russell. I was also secretary of the Senatorial District Com- 
mittee (Democratic). For four years I was chairman of the 
school conunittee of the town. On being admitted to prac- 
tice law I changed my residence to Brockton, where I have 
lived ever since. 

"For the succeeding five years, down to 1902, I consider 
that I devoted myself quite assiduously to the practice of my 
profession, in which I received sufficient encouragement, and 
was rewarded at least according to my deserts. My outside 
diversion was found principally in the leading young men's 
social club of the city, known as the Algonquin Qub, of which 
I was for three years the president. In 1900 I took a six

weeks' trip to England and the Paris Exposition in company 
with four other young men of my intimates. 

''On January 1, 1902, I was appointed assistant district 
attorney for the Southeastern District of Massachusetts, com- 
prising the counties of Norfolk and Pljonouth, by Asa P. 
French, Yale, '82, who was the district attorney. I resigned 
this position in January, 1906, and on February 1, 1906, 
formed a law partnership in Brockton with Charies C. King, 
Harvard, '86, under the firm name of Nutter & King. While 
assistant district attorney I was a member of the University 
Club of Boston. About three months in the year my official 
duties were at Dedham, and I got a great deal of pleasure out 
of making this club my headquarters during those periods. 
In 1904 I spent a vacation of five weeks in Germany and 
Holland. 

" During the past five years my attention has been divided 
between my business and my family. I will not imdertake 
to state the proportions, nor in the increase of which I find the 
most pleasure. From October, 1907, to July, 1909, at the 
request of Mr. French, then United States District Attorney, 
I was appointed special assistant United States Attorney to 
assist in the investigation and suit conducted by the Govern- 
ment against the proposed merger of the New Haven and 
Boston and Maine Railroads. When the Legislature of 
Massachusetts passed the Holding Company Bill, and thus 
approved of the merger, this suit was dropped by order of the 
attorney general, and the result of much labor deposited in the 
waste-basket, so to speak. 

"The only political positions which I occupy are — mem- 
ber of the Conunon Council of the City of Brockton, and chair- 
man of the Pljonouth Coimty District Conmiittee (Repub- 
lican). An one of the trustees of the Brockton Public 
Library, appointed by the mayor, and vice-president and 
member of the Investment Committee of the East Bridge- 
water Savings Bank. The only clubs to which I belong are 
business and social organizations of this city. 
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" When the Harvard Alumni Du^ctory came out the other 
day, I noticed with some surprise and much pleasure that we 
already have in Brockton sixty-two residents who are, or 
have been, connected with the imiversity in its different 
departments. We shall endeavor to see that this number 
increases; likewise that the quality does not deteriorate. It 
is, and will continue to be, the great misfortune of all the 
others, however, that none of them are, or can become, mem- 
bers of the Class of '91."

At present we have some 175 
members. 

" During my year abroad I travelled somewhat extensively 
in the Mediterranean countries, including Italy, Greece, Tur- 
key and Egypt, spending considerable time also in Germany. 
While in Calif omia I lived for six years in San Mateo where I 
was in charge of the classical department in a large private 
school for boys. In 1905 I was elected vice-principal of the 
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Siskiyou County High School in Northern California, where I 
remained until I was called to Seattle, Wash., to one of the 
largest and best equipped institutions of its kind in the couti- 
try, the Broadway High School The present year is my 
fourth in Seattle, a city of unusual promise in ihe develop- 
ment of the great Northwest Most of my business and 
social interests are noW on the Pacific Coast, largely in Cali- 
f omia, where I spent last summer. I think I am one of the 
few remaining old bachelors of the Class — the only one, I 
beUeve, on this coast. I don't know whether I am proud of 
this distinction or not; up to date I have had no cause for 
r^ret, strange as it may seem. 

" In the matter of literary production I may say that I have 
contributed articles from time to time to some of the educar 
tional, philological and general magazines. I am still as 
interested as ever in the single tax philosophy, which I believe 
to be the only satisfactory remedy for the majority of our 
municipal, social and economic evils. It may be interesting 
to my Eastern friends to learn that this system is likely soon 
to take root in Portland, Ore., owing to a recent amendment 
to the State constitution authorizing each county to adopt its 
own system of taxation; and that it has already taken root 
in many large areas of Western Canada, including the cities 
of Vancouver, Prince Rupert, Winnipeg and Victoria. In 
regard to one of my other hobbies, travel, I may add that I 
am planning to take a trip aroimd the world, perhaps during 
the first semester of the year 1912, via the South Sea Islands, 
New Zealand, Australia, India, Syria and Spain. 

"In conclusion, it may not be amiss for a Pacific Coaster to 
recall the following prophetic words of William H. Seward, 
uttered i^ 1852, some years before the purchase of Alaska, 
a transaction which was pronounced at the time both foolish 
and extravagant by the conservatives: 

" 'Who does not see, then, that every year hereafter, 
European commerce, European politics, European thou^t 
and European activity, although actually gaining greats 
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force — and European connections, although actually becom- 
ing more intimate — will, nevertheless, relatively sink in 
importance; while the Pacific Ocean, its shores, its islands, and 
the vast r^ons beyond, will become the chief theatre of 
events in the world's great hereafter?' "

" After graduating from CoU^e, I went to the Harvard Law 
School, taking my LL.B. degree in 1894. I was admitted 
to the bar in Suffolk County, Massachusetts, in the fall of 
1893. 

" The simmier of 1894 1 spent in Europe. In October, 1894, 
I entered the office of Ropes, Gray & Loring as a student, so- 
called. In the summer of 1895, L. M. Stockton, A. D. Hill 
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and I formed a partnership for the purpose of practising law, 
and opened an office at 53 State Street. In May, 1897, I 
became a member of the firm of Ropes, Gray <fe Loring. The 
members of the firm at that time were John C. Ropes, John C. 
Gray, T\TlKam Caleb Loring, Robert S. Gorham and Roland W. 
Boyden. In the summer of 1897 I went to Carlsbad for the 
gout, and spent six or eight weeks in Europe. In March, 1899, 
I went to Seattle for Stone & Webster in connection with the 
purchase and consolidation of the properties which were after- 
ward combined to form the Seattle Electric Company. I 
stayed in Seattle until August of that year, and for five or 
six years I spent more or less time in Seattle in connection 
with Seattle Electric Company matters. 

"In the fall of 1899 Mr. Ropes died and Mr. Loring was 
appointed to the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts. 
Tlie firm name was at that time changed to its present form of 
Ropes, Gray & Gorham. My practice is substantially entirely 
an office practice of a fairly general character. 

"In 1905 I was chosen a member of the corporation of the 
College to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Samuel Hoar.

"Doctor and nurse succeeded in staving off brain fever 
for me at Christmas, 1906. In a year and a half I was what 
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I call 'able to wori^' again, but had been gradually crawling 
up through much research work from months of enforced 
and absolute inactivity. 

" In Jime, 1908, it proved necessary to prevent more than a 
r^ular and somewhat definitely limited amoimt of creative 
mental work, so I took to myself a business address, stowing 
myself away in a safe deposit vault where I could do work 
of my own kind, but with brain-saving interruptions. 

''My research has been private study of teaching, and of 
art in architecture, sculpture, painting, music, language, the 
theatre. I am always writing (but no^ for publication) prose 
and verse, and teaching somebody something. Field of work : 
Creative Criticism in ^Esthetics. Form of teaching (for 
individuals of all ages, and for small groups) : Direct Mental 
Training through Emotion, by Laboratory Study for (I.) 
Clues to Principles of Art; (IE.) Constructive Experiment in 
their Actual Application. My process may be called ' practical 
psychology.' Its purpose is discovery, development, and 
correlation, of his own mental faculties by the student himself, 
whether a pianist at his instrument, a singer or a speaker 
using his vocal apparatus, a painter at his easel, a writer at 
his book, speech, etc., in short in any kind of creative work 
a person does or wishes to do. 

"Specifically I am slowly writing a series of 'Studies in 
Psychology of Vision,' the outgrowth of my own discovery 
of a new (or at least hitherto unpublished) theory of design. 

" 1907-8, 1 was working out on this basis a practical method 
in handling kindeigarten material for the direct application 
of kindergarten growth-principles to the mental growth of 
the children through the all but unused sense of sight, not 
use of the eyes as means of gathering information, but the 
actual sight faculty as the one immediate path to the mind. 

"During 1908-9 I have spent a great deal of time (wholly 
unoflBcially) in developing its practical use for the Manual 
Arts section of ^e work of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Education, as a means of helping start a change from 
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Industrial Training (i.e., mere direct training in specifie hand 
technique for industrial labor) to broader and more generally 
applicable industrial education, the development of mental 
powers (i.e., brain technique) by industrial means, with hand 
technique resulting as an inevitable by-product. This work 
started wholly from education interest, and in origin is quite 
independent of the work of the State Industrial Commission, 
and of the discussion caused by Governor Draper's inaugural 
and the manufacturers' and business men's interests in the 
subject. 

*'The one bit of news directly interesting to Harvard men 
is that during the last year, while I used that creative process 
in action as my means for recreating the artist's mental view- 
point, one of my students, a professional portrait painter, 
has painted under my supervision portraits of Professors 
Palmer and Royce, which eventually will hang upon our 
Harvard walls. 

"Since June, 1909, I have done much work in connection 
with that of the State Board; have been teaching singing, 
psychology, and landscape-painting; have continued ex- 
perimental study of vision. This spring I am giving a course 
in 'Visual Design' for classes (A supervisors of Manual Arts 
in the pubUc schools. 

"Last spring, 1910, my father suddenly bought a farm and 
retired to the hilltops. Cambridge thus became merely 
winter quarters for my sister and myself. By his totally 
unexpected death we have just found oiuselves landowners 
in New Hampshire. I am shaking off the gold-dust of the 
safe deposit vault and taking to the hills myself. What is to 
come next the Sixth Report may tell in 1916. 

"Genealogy has always interested me. At present I am 
reaUzing the oddly isolating consciousness that of all my 
grandfather's seven-branched family I alone could pass on 
both his blood and his name, and the name stops with me.

" 1891-93, I was engaged in the work of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, the first year as general secretary of the 
Harvard Christian Association, giving half my time, however, 
to work in the Graduate School; and liie second year as travel- 
ling secretary with Mott and Brockman in the Coll^ate 
Department of the International Conamittee. Then I went 
to the Episcopal Theological School in Cambridge for three 
years and was made deacon by Bishop Lawrence in 1896. In 
August of that same year I started for China as a missionary, 
arriving at Hankow in November, and devoted most of my 
time for the next two years and a half to the study of liie 
Chinese language at Wuchang and Hankow, where my home 
has been ever since.

'Why didn't your parents see that you were engaged to be 
married before you came so far away from home?' and I was 
married in 1902 to a Hartford girl who had come to China on 
an errand similar to my own. 

"Then the plot began to thicken, and I had to face liie first 
great sorrow of my life — the death of the dearly beloved 
Bishop Ingle, who was ideally fitted for his task as head of the 
mission, but was taken away by typhoid in 1903. I had looked 
forward eagerly to years of work under him, and especially to 
the further study of Chinese literature and history; but in 
1904 I was elected to succeed him as the second bishop of 
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Hankow, and since then my life has been necessarily one oi 
travel and administrative work, with a good deal of public 
speaking in both English and Chinese, rather than of quiet 
and study. Since my first furlough, 1904, I have returned 
twice to the United States to attend the triennial General 
Convention of the Episcopal Church. In 1908 I attended 
tile Pan-Anglican Conference and the Lambeth Conference 
of Bishops in London; and in 1910 I went from Hankow 
around tiie world across Siberia and Russia^ attending the 
World Missionary Conference at Edinburgh in June and the 
General Convention at Cincinnati in October. 

''In 1908 I had tiie pleasure of sending a Chinese student, 
who had been a pupil of mine, to the Graduate School, where 
he reflected credit on both his country and himself by taking 
a good master's d^ree and also the Bowdoin Prize in June, 
1910. I hope to help send other Chinese students to America; 
and in due time I hope my own three sons will help to make 
up liie seven hundred sons whom President Eliot told us the 
dass of ninety-one should send to Harvard. 

'' It is impossible for me to meet with the dass next June, 
but as I am due in America again five years hence I am already 
looking forward to participating in the celebrations at our 
Quarter Centennial in 1916.''

"On my graduation from the Law School in 1894, after 
a summer in the Provinces, I entered the law oflSce of Sherman 
L. Whipple, Esquire, in Boston, and I have been associated 
with him since that time.

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"The three years immediately succeeding my Harvard 
course I devoted to study at the Newton Theological Institu- 
tion and to the ladies — needless to say which received the 
greater attention. On completing my theological course I 
straightway embarked to that wonderful if not woolly State 
dubbed Colorado, where in Colorado Springs as pastor of the 
second largest Baptist Church of that State I dwelt two years 
amid bliss and alfalfa. While there I entered another one 
of the United States, not on the map, though boasting a 
population exceeding all, the state of matrimony. A lass 
from old Kentuck', brown eyes, brown hair, brown freckles, 
in fact a study in brown though an antidote for the blues, 
you know the rest. Why, the memory of that country I do 
believe moves my muse to muse a littie music, e'en at this 
remote spot and date, for,

Five remain to bitten our hearthstone, 
two boys and three girls — the last being twins, both girls 
and both just about cdt an age. If not the 'Heavenly Twins' 
they must be the Harvard Twins for when not on the tap they 
are generally on the howl and are past masters at manipulating 
the bottle, never releasing the same with that plopping sound 
that betrays the lip of a novice. These twins, Dorothy and 
Evelyn, I regard as indisputable seal of my apostolic succes- 
sion for the Good Book says the Apostle Thomas was called 
'Didymus,' which Johnny Morgan, even when talking to his 
hat, would admit signifieth a 'twin.' In these two I possibly 
have my classmates beaten to a frazzle to quote an illustrious 
alumnus unless some other Ninety-oner has proved himself 
a tudor, to make two blades grow where but one would be 
expected."

" I remained at Harvard for one year after graduation, and 
obtained in some manner the A.M. I th^Q went to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan as instructor in French, and managed to 
hold my position for two years. I was appointed Parker 
Travelling Fellow to Harvard, and spent the years 1903-05 
in study, mainly at Paris. I devoted myself while abroad to 
the Romance languages and phonetics, in which latter branch 
I contrived several instruments. I began publishing filo- 
logical articles as early as 1892, and have probably published 
as many as sixty articles and reports by this time (1911). 

"On my return from Europe I was appointed professor of 
Romance languages at the University of Missouri. My 
house became, and remained, Harvard headquarters for that 
section of the State. In 1897, the Harvard Faculty, in a 
moment of aberration, voted me the d^ree of Ph.D. I de- 
clined the chair of German at Dartmouth in 1898, and that 
of Romance languages at Chicago University in 1900. In 
the same year, my second son, Joseph, was bom.

A third 
son, Elie, was bom in 1903. I passed the year 1904-05 in 
Europe, mostly in France. In 1906 I served on a committee 
of the Modem Language Association to report on a f onetic 
alfabet for English, and have since served on other similar 
commissions. 

"In 1908 I resigned my position at the University of 
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Missouri to accept the headship in Romance languages at 
the University of Illinois, whei:e I passed a delightful year, 
after which I was appointed professor of Romance languages 
and literatures at Columbia University, which position I stiD 
hold. I am a member of the Scarsdale Golf and Country Club, 
where visiting classmates will have an opportunity to learn 
something. I am also member of many learned and useless 
societies; am one of the sub-editors of the Romanischer JaJvres- 
bericht (Dresden), a director in the International Fonetic 
Association, a member of the Advisory Council of the Simpli- 
fied Spelling Board, one of the founders and editors of the 
Romanic Review, a supposed high-grade quarterly of Romance 
filology. I publisht in 1909 a facsimile edition of a French 
epic, the Chevalerie Vivien. I was last year (1910) president 
of the American Dialect Society. The greenest spot in this

In 1893 he 
entered the employ of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company as a clerk in the office of the auditor 
of passenger accounts. After a year or so he formed a co- 
partnership with R. L. MacDuffie, '90, under the firm name of 
Wendell and MacDuffie, representing the Rochester Car 
Wheel Works of Rochester, N. Y., and the Taimton Locomo- 
tive Manufacturing Company, of Taunton Mass., and a 
number of other concerns in the railroad line. This partner- 
ship continued imtil about two years ago when he joined the 
New Theatre Company of New York as an actor, and remained 
in this company until recently when he accepted the oppor- 
timity to star in a new play with another company, and it 
was at one of the final rehearsals of this play that he was 
taken sick. 

Funeral services were held at Calvary Church, Fourth 
Avenue, New York City, at which many of the members of 
the class were present, and the Class Committee besides 
writing Mrs. Wendell, sent from the class a beautiful token 
of their affection. 

The following was written by him about a week before his 
death. 
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"I was abroad during several months after leaving College. 
In '93 I worked in the auditing department of the New York 
Central RaUroad. In December, '94, I went into the rail- 
road supply business with R. L. MacDuffie, '90, and there 
I remained xmtil the Autumn of 1909, when I went on the 
stage, at the New Theatre, New York. The stage always 
interested me and I have worked at what was ostensibly my 
play in an amateur wayj for upwards of twenty-five years. 
My *play' has now become my work, and I am working at 
that with enthusiasm. Last season I played 'Agrippa' in 
'Anthony and Cleopatra,' ' Wanklin' in 'Strife/ 'Barrington' 
m 'The Nigger,' 'Feste' m 'Twelfth Night,' 'Rowley' m 
' The School for Scandal ' and other minor parts. This season 
I have played 'Tylo' the dog in Maeterlinck's 'The Blue 
Bird,' and 'Cheat-the-Devil' in Josephine Preston Peabody's 
play 'The Piper.' 

" These two parts, a ' Dog' and a half-witted boy, show that 
there are some histrionic advantages that go with a college 
education. The Players' Club, New York, will always reach 
me, and all a 'Ninety-Oner' has to do is 'ring the bell!'" 

When he first appeared among us in Freshman year be 
drew our boyish allegiance and sympathies by his aboimding 
energy and his capacity for the enjojrment of all that life 
contained, and the frank simplicity with which, like a child, 
he offered us his confidence and friendship at once attracted 
to him men of all classes and pursuits. 

None could long withstand the appeal of his engaging 
personality and we soon yielded to him the full measure of our 
affection. 

These friendships so lightly and easily formed were not 
among the transitory things of life, to be as lightly put away 
and forgotten, but grew closer with time and remained with 
him always. 

As time went on and his interests led him into other fields 
than our own we came to realize and perhaps to wonder at, 
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the undiminished strength of his regard for us and his un- 
flagging interest in our affairs, for his friends were to him 
a precious possession and to them he always gave his best; 
implicit trust, absolute loyalty and a generous sympathy 
which exacted nothing in return. 

Few things were more important than a meeting with old 
friends and what pains would he not take in order that he 
might appear at our dinners and reunions. 

How often has he cast over us the spell of his marvelous 
mimicry, his appealing voice and the songs which only he 
could sing, imtil we sat in wonder and envy of the man and 
listened to song and story and impersonation, bewildering in 
variety, interpreted with just the right, unerring touch and 
with a humor that we shall not see surpassed. 

Then in the fullness of his powers came to him the realiza- 
tion of his long cherished ambition. After years of fretting 
at xmcongenial tasks he could at last with a clear conscience 
take up the work which was closest to his heart and for which, 
for years, he had been fitting himself, and how well he wrought 
and with what amazing ease he took, as of right, his place 
among those of proved ability, we all have seen. 

And now, already in sight of the goal toward which he was 
striving so gallantly, the laurels which he had earned before 
his eyes and the applause he had just won ringing in his ears; 
successful beyond his hopes, admired, beloved, his brave 
spirit was unequal to the struggle against a disease which 
struck with appalling suddenness, taking his life not long 
after the news of his illness reached us. 

He had not spared himself during those last weeks and as 
the time drew near for the production of the play for which 
he had been specially engaged, he was exhausted, mentally 
and physically, by the exactions of a task which demanded 
imremitting labor. Anxious and harassed by his respon- 
sibilities as leading man and in a part which was to have given 
him his first great chance in the profession he had chosen, he 
went from his bed to the theatre so ill that he could scarcely 
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stand. Wiiii characteristic determination he went through 
his part and was then taken back to his bed from which he 
never rose and upon which, hardly more than a day later, 
he died. 

For a time our sense of personal loss will perhaps grow 
keener as we appreciate the extent of our dependence on him; 
then to be soothed and healed by the kindly hand of time, 
until we can recall only with pride and tenderness the many 
acts and quaUties which endeared him to us and which will 
make his memory one of our cherished possessions.

'^When I graduated from Collie I entered the Episcopal 
Theological School in Cambridge. Upon graduation in 1894 
I found that the requirements, as to belief, had changed with 
the death of Bishop Phillips Brooks, and a few of us with 
more liberal opinions were refused ordination. In the Spring 
of this year I had won a Fellowship in sociology, and imme- 
diately went to Germany to study. After two years in Ber- 
lin and Freiburg, in Baden, I received the degree of Ph.D., 
and spent the next year in London, living at Toynbee Hall, 
and was appointed secretary of a conmiittee of inquiry into 
the condition of the unemployed in Great Britain. I wrote 
and published the report of this committee, and then returned 
to New York, where I entered the employ of Harper & Broth- 
ers. But the publishing business, in spite of its many 
charms, does not offer any adequate monetary return, and I 
was finally forced, for financial reasons, to give up this work, 
and entered the Boston Stock Exchange in December, 1898. 
In 1908 1 formed a partnership with Rufus L. Sewall, and I am 
still in the stock and bond business, under the firm name of 
Sewall & Woodworth. My chief interests next to my busi- 
ness have been with the social problems, and I have written 
(in 1903) 'History of Christian Socialism in England,' pub- 
lished in the Social Science Series, by Swan Sonnenschein & 
Company, London. I have served for four years on the Board 
of Directors of the Associated Charities, and have written and 
published from time to time various reports on particular 
phases of the social question."

George Bentz Woomer died January 4, 1907, at Lebanon, 
Pa., of typhoid fever. After graduating with honors from 
the Lebanon Academy he prepared for Harvard at the Media 
Preparatory School and entered with our class. Following 
graduation he read law with Judge T. H. Capp of the Dauphin 
County (Pa.) courts and was admitted to practice in 1893. 
His rise in the profession was steady and rapid and he soon 
stood at the head of practitioners at the Lebanon Bar. 

George B. Woomer was undoubtedly the leader of the 
Lebanon County Bar at the time of his death; this position 
had been obtained by hard work and high abilities, at an age 
when most lawyers are patient juniors. His future was 
bright and large with opportunity. His practice had broadened 
and oft^ took him to Harrisbiug, the State Capital, on 
important election cases; he was also frequently in PhUadel^ 
phia attending sessions of liie Supreme and Superior Courts. 

Woomer was a loyal Harvard man and an enthusiastic 
'91 man; the important achievements of his short and brilliant 
career attest alike the vigor of his faculties and the impress 
of a sound education. Without losing his individuality or 
surrendering his local and traditional sympathies, he yet 
drank deep at the foimtain of learning, and quickly and 
eagerly responded to l^e Harvard spirit of enlightenment 
and high aspiration. He took up the torch of progress with 
zeal and carried it with intrepidity. His opposition to in- 
tolerable political conditions drew upon him the vengeance of 
the Quay machine and he felt the tusks in his flesh; yet he 
was strong and valiant enough to achieve substantial victories. 
Lebanon Coimty and the State of Pennsylvania are today 
measurably better for Woomer's unselfish exertions in public 
life. At Cambridge we remember him as their steadfast 
champion and it is gratifying to know that his deeds matched 
his words, making him the benefactor as well as the defender 
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of his native State and Coonty. Woomer would be the fint 
to reoognise the high vahie oi Akota Mater's training and 
influence in rendering him effective for life's endeavors. So 
well did we know him and so brief is the span from 1881 to 
1907, that we can see the college boy, the lawyer said the 
leader before us in a moment like a moving picture, and e¥^ 
in it and upon it rests the Harvard shield. Bescued from 
the jungle of men and things by untisual achievement, called 
to our attention by the event oi death, is not this career 
sample ore from the Harvard mine, a conwete case of that 
influence on our country and the times, which Harvard extets 
to exert as the practical part €i higher education? From the 
midst of the Pennsylvania Gennans this youth went forth 
to Cambridge for wisdom, learning and inspiration; in foiur 
years he returned a Harvard graduate, equipped and eagur 
to play his part — and ri^t wril he did it, althou^ cut down 
untimely. 

Woomer's devotion to the dass of '91 was steady, constant, 
unselfish and inspiring; he discussed its affairs with keenest 
interest and looked forward to its delightful celebrations as to 
a family reunicm. To all '91 men he felt himsdf especially 
attached alike by duty and by inclination, and to the dass 
secretary he jdelded an unfeigned and enthusiastic admira- 
tion and regard. 

A Harvard man, he k^t the Harvard faith resolutely and 
did something; a '91 man, he loved his dass; let us keep his 
memory green awhile. G. C. M.

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THE TWENTIETH 

An article that appeared in the Boston Transcript after the 
celebration, written presumably by some anaemic individual 
of the Class of 1823 (?), proclaimed in a querulous tone that

there is any member of the Class of '91 who attended the 
celebration who will agree with this person. It is true 
that, owing to certain complications between the Harvard 
and Yale Athletic Committees, the celebration this year lasted 
more days than usual, but I think you will agree that the extra 
rest day served its purpose, and that we arrived at Watch 
Hill fresh and frolicsome. 

The celebration really started with the New York dinner, 
on May 19, which, as you will remember, you were invited to 
attend. At this very successful affair the ball was started 
and continued rolling until it culminated with the usual 
prearranged victory at New London. Never before in the 
annals of the class have we had such a good time. For the 
benefit of the unfortunate ones who missed it, and to refresh 
the memory of those whose exuberant spirits have impelled 
them to write letters telling what a grand time they did have, 
a short record of the events will prove undoubtedly attractive.

On this 
day, at the invitation of John A. Blanchard, President of 
the Nahant Club, we boarded a steamer at Otis Wharf and 
after a successful voyage arrived at Nahant, where the thought- 
ful Blanchard had provided electric cars to transport us about 
one block and a half to the foot of a high hill where his thought- 
fulness lapsed and we walked up to the club. It did not take 
long for the men to begin to play their games. Our hardball 
expert, Captain Dean, tried to organize a real ball game with- 
out success, so those who were to play in the game with '96 
on the next day put in a little practice by themselves. The 
tennis matches soon started, but the real event of tlie forenoon 
was the softball game match between the East and the West. 
The West represented by Bumpus, Beckwith, Hackett, 
Marple, Mack. Higgins (from West Somerville), C. H. Page, 
George, J. M. Morton, Jr., are presented on the next page.

After the dinner we adjourned to the reception room and 
reminisced over the many photographs of our Freshmen 
year which the thoughtful committee had provided. 

The Souvenir Committee provided beautiful ash trays for 
the dinner.

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The next morning, 

Tuesday, June 27 

we met in front of the Public Library at 11 o'clock and 

went by special cars to the Brookline Country Club where a 

few indulged in Softball, some more in tennis and golf, but the 

majority sprinkled themselves around the Club House and 

I waited for the good lunch that was served at one o'clock. 

: After lunch the special feature of the afternoon was, of course, 

' the '91-'96 ball game, and it is with great pleasure that we 

present herewith an excellent photograph of the victors: 

Mason, Dean, J. P. Lee, A. W. Weld, Simons, Corning, Cum- 

mings, J. A. Parker, Crosby, Babbitt, Luce. 

Perhaps the Boston Globe's account of this game will be 
appreciated. 

The interclass ball game began about 3 p. m. The nines 
had spotless new uniforms, '91 playing in ^^home team white'' 
and '96 in "traveling gray." The umpires were Foxhall 
Keene '91 and George Collins '96. 

Dudley Dean had raked together a fine nine. "Slugger" 
Mason had been found at his country retreat in Maine and 
was brought back to catch; " Dud" himself pitched and showed 
that he was in good form. He has played a good deal of ball 
down on the South Shore every summer, but his arm was 
lame when the game was over. The bases were manned by 
Jim Lee, best known as a football player in College; Winsor 
Weld and " Matt" Luce; Henry Coming held down shortstop, 
and S. V. R. Crosby, Harry Cummings, the old varsity player, 
and Jim Parker, the tennis player, were in the outfield. 

The first ball pitched hit Mason in a portion of his anatomy 
where a similar ball wouldn't have hit him at all in 1891, 
before he grew so round in front. Coming made a very weak 
hit, and a sharp double play put out both runners, Hayes 
to Wrenn to Fuller. Dudley Dean walked, but Parker popped 
up an easy one. 

The gray uniforms did about the same. Two pop flies 
and an attempt by Jack Hayes to stretch a hit out to a three- 
bagger was about all there was to that. The band came down, 
divided itself impartially in two, and prepared to help rattle 
the pitchers. 
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No runs in the second; the pitchers were "letting 'em hit 
iV and the skyrockets were gathered in by the outfield. 

"Slugger'' Mason scored the first run of the game; he got 
four wide ones, stole second and came home on a wild throw. 
Good sharp playing prevented any more scoring until the 
fifth inning, when the pitchers^ wings tired. And again it 
was Mason who opened the ball. 

He hit the first ball served up, took second on the second 
one, was advanced to third by Coming's bunt, which Coming 
beat to first, and was nailed at the plate. Corning himself 
scored on a wild pitch. Dean knocked a high one that looked 
easy, but Gonterman dropped it. Dudley made second on 
the play and two wild pitches brought him home. Parker 
beat three strikes and worked around, but he tried to steal 
home and was caught. Cummings drew four wide ones and 
Weld put in a nice hit, but Luce sent an easy one and the inning 
closed. Two runs; score 3 to 0. 

For '96 Paine sent out a grounder that was nicely fielded, 
Luce to Lee; Clark got a base hit, clean; Gonterman was 
an easy fly to Parker, and Fuller ought to have been as easy, 
but the fielder muffed it. Porter cracked out a single and the 
bases were full. Wrenn's two-bagger brought in two runs. 
Winslow put another one into the same place and brought in 
two more. Hayes fouled and Wrenn ran behind Mason and 
caught the ball. Mason looked disgruntled and the crowd 
yelled with delight. 
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Hayes finally made a scratch hit, scoring Winslow. Hayes 
should have been out at first, where he was called safe; but 
a moment later, he should have been safe at third, where he 
was called out. The score was now: '96, 5; '91, 3. 

It's a shame to tell what happened next. Hayes' arm 
went away, and '91 made a parade of it, taking six runs before 
they could be stopped. Crosby four balls, Lee a base hit. 
Mason four balls, Coming a two-sacker. Wrenn went in to 
pitch. Dean four balls, Parker four balls, Cummings four 
balls. Weld cleared 'em all up with a hit'. Fuller replaced 
Wrenn in the box. Luce flied out and Crosby hit a baby bunt 
to the pitcher. 

Ninety-six took one in the seventh. Porter getting round to 
third, and Wrenn, who followed, playing off second till the 
'91 fielders let Porter sneak home. 
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Dean made a nice two-base hit in the eighth and Cummings 
scored him with a single. Luce scored Cummings and Crosby 
put up the regulation fly. Jim Lee took one more run, just 
for good measure, in the last inning. The score :

After the ball game we went to see the final tennis match 
between Tallant and Wildes of '91 and Wrenn and Codman 
for '96. '96 won the first set and looked strong in the second. 
The games ran to 13 all when by some excellent playing our 
men won out 15-13; it being too dark to continue playing the 
final set was scheduled at the Griswold House, New London, 
at noon of Friday, but one of the '96 men did not turn up and 
it was called off. We have no doubt as to who would have 
w^on. 

Dinner was served and w^as a very enjoyable one. On this 
occasion long distance cups were again presented, one to Mor- 
gan Barnes of Santa Barbara, California, and another to 
Fred A. Huntress of Rio Janeiro, Brazil. A short distance 
cup was presented to James A. Parker of Brookline. The 
evening was pleasantly passed with a band concert. 
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The next day was 

Commencement 

and a large number of the class came out to lunch and to 
the exercises which this year, for the first time, were held in 
the open back of Sever Hall. At the invitation of the 
Harvard Club of Boston we later in the evening attended a 
huge Smoker held in Symphony Hall with music by the 
Symphony Orchestra and a vaudeville performance by club 
members. 
The next day, 

Thursday, June 29, 

we left Boston about 11 o'clock on special train with 
the Classes of '96 and '01 for Watch Hill, arriving there, 
after a pleasant journey, about 2 o'clock where, after our 
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lunch and a band concert by the Boston Cadet Band which 
accompanied us, the afternoon was spent pleasantly in bathing 
and further reminiscences. On this occasion order was pre- 
served by the District Attorney of Middlesex County — one 
Higgins. Our class foregathered at the New Plympton Hotel, 



leaving the two younger classes at the new Watch House. 
In the middle of the dinner in the evening it was announced 
that whereas up to date things had been managed fairly 
smoothly, it was the opinion of a few that it was about 
time for the insurgents to assert themselves, with the 
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result that the insurgents proclaimed Ben Gould as 
toastmaster of the dinner, and that every one was eligible 
to become an insurgent but only on the condition that he 
make a speech, and further that no one knew he was an in- 
surgent until called upon. The result was that Dud Dean 
made a rattling speech about the ball nine. T. P. King started 
to make a speech which ended in a story.

Copies 
have also been sent to the Harvard College Library and to 
President Lowell. The insurgents were received with much 
enthusiasm and each one got a hearty cheer. Several would- 
be insurgents sent their names requesting to join the organiza- 
tion and so make a speech, but they were all, of course, turned 
down. 

After the dinner we all gathered around Bob Atkinson and 
the piano and sang the good old songs until late at night. 

Friday, June 30. 

In the morning, after an early breakfast, with the other two 
classes we took our special boat, the "John Sylvester," and 
started for New London. When about a mile out it was dis- 
covered that neither our trusty caterer nor his food was on 
board, but fortunately his wet goods were with us, the which 
we immediately appropriated and of which up to date no 
reasonable account had been rendered or approved. 
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We saw the Freshman and Varsity four-oared races. 
Here is the better of the two (Harvard leading). 



On arriving at New London a search party was then organ- 
ized and our trusty and his food were located and after the 
Freshman race we had the satisfaction of yanking both him 
and his food on board our boat, whereupon the 450 hungry 
sailors made short work of everything in sight that looked 
like food. After this so-called lunch we landed at the Gris- 
wold House and spent a pleasant hour. Boarding our boat 
again we went up to New London, disembarked, with our 
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band leader Leiter, got on the observation train, had another 
picture taken of Hitchcock, Cumnock and Keene, with 
Coming and Longworth, and again went up the river to see 
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the start of the \^arsity race. As you all know the day and 
the celebration ended in a blaze of glory and we had the ex- 
treme satisfaction of seeing a Harvard crew lick Yale by as 
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many lengths as you see here. 
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
